ber of perfoas flew fiom Province to:Province, fpread- 
ing fali= news, and encouraging thé populace to ind 
fartections. That io Alface in particular (on the Ger- 
man frontiers), a perfon afluming the charaéter of a 
Deputy, produced an edict from the King, coumter- 
figned by one of the Secretaries of State, anthorifmng 
every ipecies of diforder; with a variety of other 
circum{fances too numero‘ts to particularize, too evi- 
nes fet on foot by traitors to admit of the finallelt 
aoubdt, 

The following refolution was therefore propofed, 
and after confidérable debate, and fome changes*in

orders, and -even falfe edicts of the King, by coun- 
terfeiting the name of his Majefty; confidering that 
all good citizens fhould concur in putting a ftop to fi- 
milar atte of violence, the faid National Affembly de- 
termine and decree, ‘That all municipal bodies of the 
kingdom, as well in the towns as in the country, 
the!lwatch over the maintenance of general tran- 
quillity ; chat at their requifition, the National Mili- 
tia, and all the troops, fhall come to their afliftance, 
in purfuing and apprehending all difturbers of the 
public peace, of what State or condition Joever they 


may be; that all perfous apprehended for public cri- thednhabi ; “t i 
rainality, hall be imprifoned. and be regularly broiaghe f pms ie tia e Mimec ay a oa 


to trial; bur that the execution of thofe who fhall be 
found to be the authors of thefe violent aéts fhall be 
faft ped, and their interrogatories, confrontations, 
and he other proceedings, fhall be laid before the 
National Affembly, there to be examined, that it may’ 
be enabled to come at the fource of thefe’ crimin 

plots againft the hation. The faid National Affem-' 
bly ordain, that all tumultuous meetings, either in 
the towns or in the country, under prevent of hunt- 
ing, or any other pretext ‘viatever, fhall be repelled; 
and that on the reeguilition of the municipal bodies, 
the. troops thal] join with the Marechauflée to difperfe 
them; that every vagabond, without a profeflion or 
conftant habitation, ‘hall'be apprehended ; that the 
National Militia, and allthe troops, fhall take an oath 
to the .naticn, to the ‘King,, and to the law, well 
and faithfully to ferve tiv: State; that the former, 
fall take this oath in prefence of their commanders ; 
that officers of every rank, and. the foldiers: of each 


regiment, aflembled round: fhall take 
ne their chief, and the ijoldiers 5 rete retest 
officers. . 


The form of the oath to be as follows : 

“* We {wear to the Nation, and the King the Chief 
of the Nation, and in the name of Religion, of our 
Country, and of Honour, to ferve the State—never to 
permit any one to attack the Nation, and never to em- 
ploy our ‘Aide againft bur felirw-citizens, but at the 
requifition of municipal officers.” 

M. de Mirabeau obferved, that this was a halty 
meafure, as nobody yet knew the form thefe munici- 
pal bodies would take, and that many of them were 
at prefent named:by the King, &c. and that the limits 
of the executive and’ legiflative powers ‘were’ not yet 
determined.» But it being anfwered, thatthe occa-.

adopted by the Affembly ; it was determinedy there 
fore, not to fepatate, til all thofe Refolutions had 
been reconfidered, and reduced into regular: form for¢ 
publication.

This brought on the difcu‘hion of the great queftion 
refpecting the unqualified abolition of tithes, where

matters took a decifive and happy turn.

M. Ricard de Seault, one of the Deputies of the 
Commons for Provence, rofe, .and ftated, that the fa- 
mous Refolution of the 4th of Augalt, rélative to 
tiches, held-out but a hope that this onerous impoft

‘ Juft as the Permanent Committee were about to 
fepardte, on Saturday evening, they received a letter 
from the Mayor, requeiting them to continue in their 
places, as there was an a! of great importance to 
be fubmitted to them. They accordingly continued; 
but, an hour afterwards, a.fecond letter announced 
to them thét the matter was not ready to be laid be- 
fore them}; ‘but that the next evening, Sunday, it 
fhould be fubmitted to them.. The matter, whatever 
it may be, has not tranfpired. . 

The people throughout France, being now under 
no kind o’ reftraint, are guilty of the moit violent ex- 
ceffes. A banditti from Italy are ravaging the pro- 
vince of Dauphine. The other provinces are equally 
pillaged by their own populace. In fhort, there is 
one general {cene of deftruction of noblemen’s hou- 
fes, titles to eftates, &c. In Paris, every thing re- 
mains quiet: ‘Though there is fome confufion, there 
are no great tumults. At Pafly, a {mall (Kirmith hap- 
pened between a party of the Swifs guards and the 

chauflée, in, which two.or three have been killed 
on each fide. At Verfailles, a {mith was condemned 
to be hanged, broken on the wheel, &c, for the mur- 
der of his father. An hour before that appointed for 
the execution, the other fmiths of the towh went to 
the King, to folicit his pardon. ‘The mob are at this 
time too numerous to be refufed a favour of this kind. | 
The pardon was granted ; but the poor fmith is in fo | 
weak a {tate, that he will not live long, to enjoy the | 
emaiey of his Majefty. "The common people find- | 
ing im the crowd the wife-of a bailiff difguifed in 
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Simtecdmien, iuclding the Captain, fafied them- 
f-lyes to a’ raft, onwhich they did not however, com- 
mit themfelvés, rill ‘about a minute before the velfel 
went dota. In this fituation, without ret, and with 
Uttle food, they continued for nine days—the fea fre~ 
quently Ww hing oret chem, and, for a great part of 
the time within fight of ladd, though they were not 
dilcertrable from the fhore.

ENGAGEMENTS between the Sweves and 
: Russians, 
By Sea. 

In the late rnoning fight between’ the Swedes and 
Rufhans, two frigates of the former power abfolutely 
filenced two fixty-fours of the latter. 

The Duke of Sudermania, with two other thips, 
were attacked clofely by five of the largeft Rathan 
men of war 5 during which time the Duke made fif- 
teen different fignals to his Vice Admiral to attack 
fach fhips.as werepointed out before the engage- 
ment, but. the Admiral did not obey the fignals, nor 
fired a fingle gun 3 if he had, the Duke avers, that 
he fhould molt afluredly have been mailer of at leatt 
five Ruflian mea of war. 

By Lanp. 

A Major of the corps of Yagers in Savolax has 
brought immedidte intelligence to Stockholm, that 
Brigadier Stedingk, -had attacked the corps of Ruf 
fians under General Schultz, ngar Parturhati. by ‘Ny- 
flot, and :had entirely deltroyed them. 

That the Railian General had, however, made 
his efcape—but he had takén prifoner Major Toll, 
the Commandant of Nyflot, together with 24° offi- 
cers, and« 650° rank and file, one metal howitzer, 
five cannoa, two ftandards, and 15 ammunition wag- 

ons. 

, The Swedes had fix fubalterns, and 42 rank and 
file killed,: and 13x-wounded. 

His Majefty, in confequence of the bravery of Bri- 
gadier Stedingk,. inftant 
of Major General.in his fervice. 

The aceount,!in continuation, ftates, that Gene- 
neral Meyerfeldt: had fent a party from the pafs at 
Hogsfors, and-taken poflefhon of the paffes of Sum- 
mer, which are within one mile and a half of Frede- 
rickfham—and that he had fent a train of artillery by 
water thither, the better to attack the town. 

This, beyond ‘doubt, proves, that the paflage is 
fairly open to the Swedifh fleet and galleys. 


The following is the moft authentic and minute ac- 
count of.the aétion between the ‘Ruflian and Swe- 
dith fleets, which has yet been communicated to 
the Public: 3 
Admiral Czyczagoff, with twenty fhips of the line 

(having left two at Revel)arrived on the 2th of July, 
in fight ofvthe enemy’s fleet, between Hoborg and 
Referhaft, at27 leagues and a huif N. E. by E. of 
Bornholin, ‘The Swedih -ficer confifted of ar thips 
and 10 frigates, and feven other light veffels and final- 
ler frigates. Night coming on, they loft fight of 
each other. The next day; the aéth, the Swedes 
made an attack. The Ruffian fleet extended from S. 
W. to N. E. Mr De Moutlin Poufchkin’s divifion on 
the weit, the Admiral’s in the centre, the Rear Ad- 
miral Spirid6f was on the ealt, the wind «as N. E. 
and the Swedes went before the wind. After one’ 
o’clock, the yan, and part ofthe centre, began to lite 
at the diftance of about half a league,» Wery-few fhots_ 
took effect on either fide; and che (Rufain* Admiral 
gave orders to ceafe firing. At four o’clock thé Swe- 
difh Admiral tacked, though full remaining at the fame 
diltance as before ; theygplastd themfclves on a para- 
Jel line with the. oflpp sleet yet do ato have the 
centre at a gre; fer diktance than the van or the rear, 
‘The Swedith iral’s.thipiwas in the centre, havin 
before him hi, Gx feconds, amd fo well furrounde 
and covered, that if he had even been clofer, he 
neither could have fired at norhave been annoyed by 
the enemy. Mr De Czy-zagoff ftill referved his fire ; 
and, out of comtempt to the. Swedes, ordered fome 
of the crew to undrefs and {vim rouad the fhip. 

Mr De Moulofsky, who commanded the leading 
thip of Mr Spiridof’s divifion, made incredible efforts 
to approach the enemy, and had got a little nearer, 
as did alfo five other fhips; they fuftained the ene- 
my’s fire till etght elack te the evening, with little 
dama,*.
